N the firft day of Ogtober, 1769, 
Madame Godin departed from Ria, 
. bamba, the place of her refidence, 
for Lagusa, on her way to France, accom 
panied by her dtother, Sieur R >a 
phyfician, and his fervant, her faithiu] negro, 
and three female [adian domeftics, together 
with an efcort of thirty one Indians, to carry 
herfelf and her baggage, the road being im 
paflable, evzo formules. Theladians which 
Madame Godis had engaged, and who were 
paid, as ofval, ia advance, were fcarcely ar 
rived at Canclos, when they ran away ; per- 
haps afraid of the unhealthinefs of the air, it 
may be, apprehenfive of being made to goon 
fhipboard ; a terrific ci:cumfance to them, 
who had never even feen a canoe but ata 
Giftance, * But it is not pecéfary (fays 
‘ Moni, Godin to his friend Monf- de la 
“ Condemine) to feck fuch good reafons for 
“ their defertion 3 you know, Sir, how often 
_ “they have abaodon’d us upon the mountains 
* du.ing our operations.” What was Ma 
dame Godin to do in fuch afituation? Aliho’ 
it were pc fiole to have returned by the fame 
route, her eager delire of reaching the veffel 
prepared for her by two Sovereigns*, and of 
once more benolcing 2 beloved bulband, from 
whom fhe had been feparated twenty years, 
determined her to proceed, and to brave e 
very danger to which fhe'might be expofed, 
„and to endeavor to furmount every obttacle 
that inight retard her progrefs. 4 
Toere rema'ned only two Indians fa the 
Village who had efcaped the fmall pox, which 
had iately raged there. They had nocanoe; 
but the; offered to conftruét one, and to 
cooduét her to the Miffion of Andoas, about 
twe've days journey lower on the River 
Bobonafa ; a diflance, one may fuppofe, of 
about one huadred and forty or one hundred 
and fifty leagues. She paid them in advance. 
The canoe being finithed, they all departed 
init from Cancios. Having filled two days, 
they flopped topafs the wi,ht afhore. Next 
morning the two lodiansdifsppeared. The 
unfortunate company re embarked without 
aguide, and the firft day, «forded no acci 
dent. The fuilowing day, about twelve 
o'clock, they difcovered a canoe Iving io a 
little port of a hat (Carbet)in which they 
funnd a convalc{cent Indian, v ho confented 
to go with them aad fteer theircapoe. The 
third day endcavoilng to recover S'eu: R -~ ’s 
bat which hadiallen iato tha Rivur, the To-

The raft, which 
was ill-coatratted, {track apainak a tree that 
lay concealed in the River, and was overfet : 
every for! and every thing were inhmerfed. 
Happily however no one perifhed; “* thanks 
tothe narrownels of the river in that p'ace,” 
fays Monf. Godin, Madame Godin funk twice, 
and was with difficulty faved by her brothers. 
Reduced to a fituation yet more dreadfu! the 
firft, they all refolved to purfue the varks of 
the river on foot. What ap enterprize ! 
“ You know, Sir, Continues Monf. Godin

They 
returned to their hut, took ail the provifions 
that remained there, and began their melan- 
choly journey. Obterving, that in following 
the courfe of the river, i:s meanderings con- 
fiderably Jengihened their route, they enter- 
ed into the wood to avoid them, and in afew 
days afrer loft their way. Though deftitate 
of provifions, opprefled with thirft, and 
their feet forely wounded with briers and 
thorns, they continued to pofh forward thro’ 
immeafurab‘e wilds and gloomy forefts, draw- 
ing refrefhment from the berries and wild 
f.uits which they now and then collected as 
they went along At lergth, exhaufted by

{fs and forloro, Thus they impatiently 
waited to be relieved by death, who delayed 
not lopp.- In three or fonr days they 
all fucceffively expired, except MadameGndin,

In à- 
bout nine days, according to her calcu‘ation,

Madame Godin was fo enraged at this 
piece of of infoleace and humanity, that fhe 
inftantly demanded a canoe anda proper 
number of attendasts, ind departed next day 
for Laguna An Indian woman of Amdoas 
made her a cotton petticoat; ‘To pay for 
“ which (Monf Godin fays) the fenta mef- 
**feoger as foon as (he arrived at Lagona. 
“ This petticoat, as well as the foles of her 
“ brother’s thoes, of which the made fandles, 
“ fhe {till preferves—fad memento’s ! (conti- 
“t nues he) not lefs dear to ove than they are to

Madame Godin farvived feveral years the 
hardships and difafers related in the forego- 
tog narravation. Her hufb2nd’s letter to Me 
de Condamine, the fource of all my iofor- 
mation on this affecting fabjc&t, was written 
four years after her retaro to his arms, and

Neverthelefs, every man ought to fup- 
pore the gofpel; but if he cannot be 
perfuaded by icripruré and reafon, he 
muft remain the fufferer by his owh 
obftinacy. 

- Unbelief, pride, extortion, negle& 
of helping’ the poor, &c, are fins, and 


‘every [ober mah ought to exhort his 


fellows againft them; but he cannot 
punifh him fof committing thèm : but 
he may with as much propriety be pu- 
nifhed, as he who negiedts the fabbath, 
or refufes to fupport the gofpel : for 
the gofpel muft overcame him, & not 
the law—+--Thefe duties he owes to 
his Maker, and they muft there be 
accounted for. _ 

But whatever breaches of peace may 
take place on the fabbath day ought to 
be reftrained by law, as much as if 
committed in a marker.
